Expiration  of  Cards.  Cards  expire  two  years 
from  the  date  of  issue.  New  applications  shouk 
then  be  filed. 

Renewal  of  Books.  Books  are  issued  for  a 
period  of  two  weeks.  Excepting  new  books  and 
others  for  which  there  is  a  considerable  demand, 
they  may  be  renewed  for  an  additional  period 
of  two  weeks.  Application  for  renewal  should 
state  the  name  and  address  of  borrower,  class 
number  of  book  and  the  date  on  which  it  will  be 
due.  It  may  be  made  in  person,  by  mail  or 
telephone,  but  not  earlier  than  five  days  prior  to 
the  date  on  which  the  book  will  be  due. 

Catalogues.  Books  are  catalogued  under  the 
names  of  their  authors,  under  the  subjects  of 
which  they  treat,  and  also  under  the  titles  if 
they  be  distinctive.  Names  of  authors,  subjects 
and  titles  are  arranged  in  one  alphabetical  series. 
A  card  catalogue  of  this  character  is  maintained 
in  each  uranch  library  of  the  books  in  that 
branch. 

Orders  from  Branches  and  Stations.  Daily 
messenger  service  is  maintained  to  the  branches, 
and  semi-weekly  deliveries  are  made  to  the  sta- 
tions. Books  in  the  Main  Library  will  be  sent 
on  request  to  any  branch  or  station. 

Postal  Cards.  To  avoid  frequent  and  fruitless 
calls  for  books  in  great  demand,  cardholders 
may  purchase  printed  postal  cards  from  the 
Secretary  or  the  branch  librarians,  state  thereon 
the  numbers  of  the  books  wanted  and  present 
them  at  the  desk  properly  addressed.  The  cards 
will  be  filed,  and  mailed  to  the  applicants  as  the 
books  become  available.

IN  MEMORY  OF  COLIN  M.  BOYD 

Colin  M.  Boyd,  who  was  a  member  of  this 
)ard  from  February  6th,  1891,  until  the  Sth  day 

September,  1911,  died  at  San  Francisco  on  the 
th  day  of  March,  1912,  in  the  seventy-seventh 
ar  of  his  age.  Mr.  Boyd  had  long  been  ill, 
len,  realizing  at  last  the  desperate  character  of 
s  malady,  he  resigned  his  membership  in  the 
)ard  to  whose  deliberations  he  had  contributed 

much,  and  thus  severed  official  relations  which 
d  ever  been  singularly  happy  and  agreeable. 
Mr.  Boyd  had  always  taken  a  great  interest  in 
s  city  and  in  everjlhing  which  concerned  the 
■  iblic  welfare,  and  had  served  as  a  member  of 
ji  Board  of  Supervisors  and  as  its  Auditor.  He 
(ijas  possessed  of  the  acutest  sense  of  official 
obity,  which,  combined  with  intelligence  and 
al,  made  him  a  model  official.  His  life  as  a 
ember  of  this  Board  was  in  all  respects  unex- 
ptionable,  and  was  indeed  on  the  same  high 
ane  as  that  covered  by  his  other  public  services. 
Mr.  Boyd  was  a  Scotchman  to  the  manner  born 
id  like  most  of  his  fellow  countrymen  had  fixed 
)inions  difficult  of  removal  by  persuasion  or 
gument ;  but  in  his  case  it  may  be  truly  said 
at  the  difficulty  never  reached  impossibility,  for 
;  was  the  pleasantest  man  imaginable  in  official 
•  social  companionship,  and  never  held  out 
jainst  argument  by  virtue  merely  of  pride  of 
)inion.  He  was  a  singularly  sturdy,  virtuous, 
id  strong  man,  religious  in  his  habit,  and  lofty 
every  relation  of  life ;  and  we  who  survive  him 
scharge  one  of  the  pleasantest  of  offices  in  tes- 
Fving  to  his  great  worth  and  in  weaving,  though 
1  too  slight,  this  tribute  to  his  memory.

Excepting  new  books  and 
others  for  which  there  is  a  considerable  demand, 
they  may  be  renewed  for  an  additional  period 
of  two  weeks.  Application  for  renewal  should 
state  the  name  and  address  of  borrower,  class 
number  of  book  and  the  date  on  which  it  will  be 
due.  It  may  be  made  in  person,  by  mail  or 
telephone,  but  not  earlier  than  five  days  prior  to 
the  date  on  which  the  book  will  be  due.  ' 

Catalogues.  Books  are  catalogued  under  the 
names  of  their  authors,  under  the  subjects  of 
which  they  treat,  and  also  under  the  titles  if 
they  be  distinctive.  Names  of  authors,  subjects! 
and  titles  are  arranged  in  one  alphabetical  series. 
A  card  catalogue  of  this  character  is  maintained 
in  each  uranch  library  of  the  books  in  thali 
branch. 

Orders  from  Branches  and  Stations.  Daily' 
messenger  service  is  maintained  to  the  branches,! 
and  semi-weekly  deliveries  are  made  to  the  sta^ 
tions.  Books  in  the  Main  Library  will  be  sent 
on  request  to  any  branch  or  station.

Renewal  or  Books.  Books  are  issued  for  a 
period  of  two  weeks.  Excepting  new  books  and 
others  for  which  there  is  a  considerable  demand, 
they  may  be  renewed  for  an  additional  period 
of  two  weeks.  Application  for  renewal  should 
state  the  name  and  address  of  borrower,  class 
number  of  book  and  the  date  on  which  it  will  be 
due.  It  may  be  made  in  person,  by  mail  or 
telephone,  but  not  earlier  than  five  days  prior  to 
the  date  on  which  the  book  will  be  due. 

Catalogues.  Books  are  catak)gued  under  the 
names  of  their  authors,  under  the  subjects  of 
which  they  treat,  and  also  under  the  titles  if 
they  be  distinctive.  Names  of  authors,  subjects 
and  titles  are  arranged  in  one  alphabetical  series. 
A  card  catalogue  of  this  character  is  maintained  : 
in  each  L»ranch  library  of  the  books  in  that 
branch. 

Orders  from  Branches  and  Stations.  Daily 
messenger  service  is  maintained  to  the  branches, 
and  semi-weekly  deliveries  are  made  to  the  sta- 
tions. Books  in  the  Main  Library  will  be  sent 
on  request  to  any  branch  or  station. 

Postal  Cards.  To  avoid  frequent  and  fruitless 
calls  for  books  in  great  demand,  cardholders 
may  purchase  printed  postal  cards  from  the 
Secretary  or  the  branch  librarians,  state  thereon 
the  numbers  of  the  books  wanted  and  present 
them  at  the  desk  properly  addressed.  The  cards 
will  be  filed,  and  mailed  to  the  applicants  as  the 
books  become  available.

Borrowers.  Residents  of  San  Francisco,  ten 
years  of  age  and  over,  and  non-resident  tax- 
payers may  become  borrowers.  Holders  of 
Library  cards  may  use  the  same  at  any  of  the 
branches  or  stations. 

Expiration  of  Cards.  Cards  expire  two  years 
from  the  date  of  issue.  New  applications  should 
then  be  filed. 

Renewal  of  Books.  Books  are  issued  for  a 
period  of  two  weeks.  Excepting  new  books  and 
others  for  which  there  is  a  considerable  demand, 
they  may  be  renewed  for  an  additional  period 
of  two  weeks.  Application  for  renewal  should 
state  the  name  and  address  of  borrower,  class 
number  of  book  and  the  date  on  which  it  will  be 
due.  It  may  be  made  in  person,  by  mail  or 
telephone,  but  not  earlier  than  five  days  prior  to 
the  date  on  which  the  book  wijl  be  due. 

Catalogues.  Books  are  catalogued  under  the 
names  of  their  authors,  under  the  subjects  of 
which  they  treat,  and  also  under  the  titles  if 
they  be  distinctive.  Names  of  authors,  subjects 
and  titles  are  arranged  in  one  alphabetical  series. 
A  card  catalogue  of  this  character  is  maintained 
in  each  uranch  library  of  the  books  in  that 
branch. 

Orders  from  Branches  and  Stations.  Daily 
messenger  service  is  maintained  to  the  branches, 
and  semi-weekly  deliveries  are  made  to  the  sta- 
tions. Books  in  the  Main  Library  will  be  sent 
on  request  to  any  branch  or  station. 

Postal  Cards.  To  avoid  frequent  and  fruitless 
calls  for  books  in  great  demand,  cardholders 
may  purchase  printed  postal  cards  from  the 
Secretary  or  the  branch  librarians,  state  thereon 
the  numbers  of  the  books  wanted  and  present 
them  at  the  desk  properly  addressed.  The  cards 
will  be  filed,  and  mailed  to  the  applicants  as  the 
books  become  available.

Borrowers.  Residents  of  San  Francisco,  ten 
years  of  age  and  over,  and  non-resident  tax- 
payers may  become  borrowers.  Holders  of 
Library  cards  may  use  the  same  at  any  of  the 
branches  or  stations.  \ 

Expiration  of  Cards.  Cards  expire  two  years 
from  the  date  of  issue.  New  applications  should 
then  be  filed. 

Renewal  of  Books.  Books  are  issued  for  a 
period  of  two  weeks.  Excepting  new  books  and 
others  for  which  there  is  a  considerable  demand, 
they  may  be  renewed  for  an  additional  period 
of  two  weeks.  Application  for  renewal  should 
state  the  name  and  address  of  borrower,  class 
number  of  book  and  the  date  on  which  it  will  be 
due.  It  may  be  made  in  person,  by  mail  or 
telephone,  but  not  earlier  than  five  days  prior  to 
the  date  on  which  the  book  will  be  due. 

Catalogues.  Books  are  catalogued  under  the 
names  of  their  authors,  under  the  subjects  of 
which  they  treat,  and  also  under  the  titles  if 
they  be  distinctive.  Names  of  authors,  subjects 
and  titles  are  arranged  in  one  alphabetical  series. 
A  card  catalogue  of  this  character  is  maintained 
in  each  oranch  library  of  the  books  in  that 
branch. 

Orders  from  Branches  and  Stations.  Daily 
messenger  service  is  maintained  to  the  branches, 
and  semi-weekly  deliveries  are  made  to  the  sta- 
tions. Books  in  the  Main  Library  will  be  sent 
on  request  to  any  branch  or  station. 

Postal  Cards.  To  avoid  frequent  and  fruitless 
calls  for  books  in  great  demand,  cardholders 
may  purchase  printed  postal  cards  from  the 
Secretary  or  the  branch  librarians,  state  thereon 
the  numbers  of  the  books  wanted  and  present 
them  at  the  desk  properly  addressed.  The  cards 
will  be  filed,  and  mailed  to  the  applicants  as  the 
books  become  available.

Borrowers.  Residents  of  San  Francisco,  ten 
years  of  age  and  over,  and  non-resident  tax- 
payers may  become  borrowers.  Holders  of 
Library  cards  may  use  tfie  same  at  any  of  the 
branches  or  stations. 

Expiration  of  Cards.  Cards  expire  two  yean 
from  the  date  of  issue.  New  applications  should 
then  be  filed. 

Renewal  of  Books.  Books  are  issued  for  a 
period  of  two  weeks.  Excepting  new  books  and 
others  for  which  there  is  a  considerable  demand, 
they  may  be  renewed  for  an  additional  period 
of  two  weeks.  Application  for  renewal  should 
state  the  name  and  address  of  borrower,  class 
number  of  book  and  the  date  on  which  it  will  be 
due.  It  may  be  made  in  person,  by  mail  or 
telephone,  but  not  earlier  than  five  days  prior  to 
the  date  on  which  the  book  will  be  due. 

Catalogues.  Books  are  catalogued  under  the 
names  of  their  authors,  under  the  subjects  of 
which  they  treat,  and  also  under  the  titles  if 
they  be  distinctive.  Names  of  authors,  subjects 
and  titles  are  arranged  in  one  alphabetical  series. 
A  card  catalogue  of  this  character  is  maintained 
in  each  uranch  library  of  the  books  in  that 
branch. 

Orders  from  Branches  and  Stations.  Daily 
messenger  service  is  maintained  to  the  branches, 
and  semi-weekly  deliveries  are  made  to  the  sta- 
tions. Books  in  the  Main  Library  will  be  sent 
on  request  to  any  branch  or  station. 

Postal  Cards.  To  avoid  frequent  and  fruitless 
calls  for  books  in  great  demand,  cardholders 
may  purchase  printed  postal  cards  from  the 
Secretary  or  the  branch  librarians,  state  thereon 
the  numbers  of  the  books  wanted  and  present 
them  at  the  desk  properly  addressed.  The  cards 
will  be  filed,  and  mailed  to  the  applicants  as  the
